ft used to be that a man went to 


town in search of opportunity to 
improve himself. But there is a 
Justifiable suspicion nowadays 
that when a man quits the land 
and moves to a metropolitan 
center it is to escape physical 
labor-even at the risk of ac- 
cepting public welfare to stay 
alive. 


Some years ago the late W. S. 


Atkins, Hope attorney, told me 
over coffee in a Hope restaurant 
he once heard a quotation of 
Thomas Jefferson bearing on 
Americans' migration to the big 
cities—it was a great quote, Mr. 
Atkins said, but he was never 
able to find Jefferson's exact 
words. 


The idea haunted me—until 


finally I wrote to a Washington 
(D.C.) researcher and asked him 
to find it for me. He did so, and 
here is the Jefferson quotation 
that he came up with Dec. 22, 
1961. Jefferson wrote from Paris, 
France, to his friend James 
Madison on Dec. 20, 1787, as 
follows: 


"I think our governments 


(the states) will remain 
virtuous for many centuries 
as long as they are chiefly 
agricultural; this will be as 
'long as there shall be vacant 
lands in any part of 
America. When they get 
piled upon one another in 
large cities, as in Europe, 
they will become corrupt as 
in Europe."

Monday with bomb blasts, 
fires, strikes, demonstrations 
and torrents of abuse.

clouds of smoke rose from a 
burning brewery and saloon.

SAIGON (AP) - U.S. planes 


made their heaviest attack on 
North Vietnam today and Mon- 
day since the Dec. 26-90 air of- 
fensive. The U.S. Command re- 
ported seven "protective reac- 
tion" strikes in two days. 


The fighter-bombers made 


five attacks Monday and two 
more today against surface-to- 
air 
missile—SAM—sites, 
an- 


tiaircraft artillery batteries and 
radar defenses from the north- 
ern edge of the demilitarized 
zone to a point SO miles to the 
north. 


The command said the North 


Vietnamese fired three SAM 
missiles and a barrage of an- 
tiaircraft artillery shells on 
unarmed 
reconnaissance 


planes, bombers attacking the 
Ho Chi Minh trail in neighbor- 
ing Laos, and the fighters es- 
corting them. 


The command said all of the 


American planes returned to 
their bases safely, and that the 


results of the retaliatory at- 
tucks were not known. 


Other U.S. military sources 


said the American air cam- 
paign to blunt the North Viet- 
namese offensive expected this 
month along the DMZ and in 
South Vietnam's central high- 
lands triggered the enemy ac- 
tion. 


In other air action, the com- 


mand reported that U.S. fight* 
er-bombers flew 19 combat 
strikes in South Vietnam on 
Monday, the highest number in 
the south since Oct. 27 when 27 
were flown. 


The raids were concentrated 


against the North Vietnamese 
buildup in the northern quarter 
of the country and the central 
highlands. 


The South Vietnamese com- 


mand acknowledged for the 
first time that its bombers have 
been flying strikes in Laos 
since Dec. 1. This had been re- 
ported by U.S. and South Viet- 


by U.S. 


namese officials, but the Saigon 
command said it withheld an 
official announcement "for se- 
curity reasons and best re- 
sults." 


It Mid South Vietnamese 


bombers have been averaging 5 
to 10 strikes a day against the 
Ho Chi Minh trail, and no 
planes have been lost. U.S. 
planes are averaging 200-to-290 
strikes a day against the trail 
network. 


The U.S. command reported 


an increase in ground activity 
involving

troops, 


with small-scale engagements 
between reconnaissance patrols 
on the eastern flanks of Saigon 
and North Vietnamese patrols. 


It said two soldiers from the 


3rd Brigade, 1st Air Cavalry 
Division, were killed and four 
wounded in three clashes Mon- 
day and today 38 to 45 miles 
east of Saigon. 


New fighting was also report- 


ed along the DMZ.

Supermarket Beef Prices 
Have Really Stampeded

WASHINGTON (AP) - Su- 


permarket beef prices, already 
at record highs, may be on the 
verge of a full-fledged stam- 
pede, according to new govern- 
ment smoke signals. 


The Agriculture Department 


said Monday that January beef- 
cattle prices broke a 21-year 
record set during the Korean 
War, reaching an average of 
$31.40 per hundredweight for 
live animals. 


Meanwhile, the department 


says, retail prices of choice- 
grade beef in December—be- 
fore the full effect of the record 
cattle market was felt—rose to 
a record all-cut average of 
$1.01 per pound. 


Raw farm products are not 


included in federal price con- 
trols, and retailers may pass on 
ddf^ costs to customers. 
Also, consumers appear will 


price. It is the favorite, by far, 
and, with second-ranked pork, 
comprises nearly one-third of 
the average family's food bill. 


Doubts over the cost of meat 


production were raised Monday 
by the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration which served notice it 
will curb the use of antibiotics 
in livestock feed unless the 
medicines are proved safe for 
meat eaters. 


Some agricultural spokesmen 


say that, if feed antibiotics are 
banned, costs of livestock pro- 
duction would soar and con- 
sumers would end up paying 
much more. But government 
experts say the economic ef- 
fects of an antibiotic ban are 
impossible to tell at this time. 


Rising cattle prices are pro- 


viding a mixed blessing for the 
Nixon 
administration, 
which 


wants to see farm incomes im- 
proved but shudders at the pos- 
sibility of a consumer revolt 


ing to'buy beef almost at any over soaring prices in an elec- 


tion year. 


In 1961, when the previous 


record 
of $30.30 per

dredweight was set for cattle, 
retail beef prices averaged W 
cents per pound, fully 20 cents 
less than today. 


Cattleman costs for shipping, 


processing and marketing beef 
have risen much more sharply, 
so farmers are not the primary 
recipients of higher prices. 


Little consumer relief is seen 


for the near future. Agriculture 
Department 
officials 
predict 


cattle prices will continue 
strong and see little likelihood 
of middleman markets shrink- 
ing much. 


This, they say, is true even 


though more cattle are now 
being fed for slaughter later. 
As of Jan. 1, there were 8 per 
cent more in fattening pens 
than a year earlier, and cattle- 
men say herds are expanding 
gradually to take care of future 
needs.

777-2341, is dialed, the equipment 
responds with an announcement 
of the temperature, accurate to 
the nearest degree, and the time, 
accurate to the nearest minute. 
The temperature announcement 
will cover a range from 40 
degrees below to 120 degrees 
above zero. 


The Audichron Company has 


been installing this equipment 
for a number of years across the 
United States. Southwestern Bell 
felt that the overwhelming ac- 
ceptance of the service in other 
areas warranted making it 
available in cities they serve.

call 
is 


registered on meters by the 
machine. When 777-2341 is busy, 
a second call is automatically 
switched to a second "free" line. 
Four lines have been connected 
to enable four simultaneous calls 
to be "answered" when 777-2341 
is dialed The telephone com- 
pany will determine from the 
meters the number of lines 
necessary to insure the best 
possible service to the com- 
munity. 


Some representative statistics

The order will not apply to 


foreign airlines, air-taxi oper- 
ators of small planes, or sup- 
plemental airlines specializing 
in charter service.

If 
Plimpton was so busily escap- 
ing with his life from a trum- 
peting elephant and was in per- 
il, how come they managed to 
get so many, many feet of well- 
focused color film, complete 
with excellent sound tracks, of 
these critical moments? Per- 
haps the real Walter Mittys of 
the Plimpton series are the 
members of the TV camera 
crew.

Bill* Want Patulskl 
But Money Is Factor

NEW YORK (AP) - The 


Buffalo Bills stood ready today 
to select Notre Dame defensive 
end Watt PatulsW as the No. 1 
pick at the National Football 
League 
draft—and 
Patulski 


stood ready to join them for the 
right price. 


Patulski, 
a 
6-foot-6, 
260- 


pounder rated the best athlete 
available in a lean college crop, 
has been quoted in the weeks 
leading up to the draft as say- 
ing:"I don't care where I play. I 
don't mind the cold at all. But 
if it's true some of the things 
I've heard about what the pros 
paid top choices last year, I'm 
going to have to think things 
over." 


The suggestion there is that 


Patulski feels the contracts of- 
fered No. 1 draft choices last 
year were low and that he 
might be forced to consider the 
Montreal Alouettes, who hold 
the rights to him in the Cana- 
dian Football League. 


But it isn't considered likely 


that the Bills would let money 
stand in the way of signing Pa- 
tulski. Just three drafts ago 
they laid out a $300,000 contract 
for O.J. Simpson. 


Patulski, of course, doesn't 


figure to command that much 
as a defensive player, but he is 
such an outstanding talent that 
he figured to be the first de- 
fender selected No. 1 since Bal- 
timore took Bubba Smith in 
1967. 


The Bills, however, have 


been contacted by many clubs 
looking to pry the No. 1 choice 
loose in a trade and the Buffalo 
club was expected to be on the 
phone talking up to the moment 
they have to announce their 
pick. 


Because of what the pro 


scouts indicate is a lean crop 
the pre-draft guessing was far 
more involved that it was last 
year when quarterbacks Jim 
Plunkett, Archie Manning and 
Dan Pastorinti went 1-2-3 as ex- 
pected.

shoulder since the 1967 season. 


He said, however, that his 


shoulder has improved since 
surgery sidelined him last sea- 
son and that he intends to give 
it a rugged test in April. 


Of his retirement, Starr said:

that he has hinted on several 
occasions that the 1972 season 
would be his last as a pro.

"I'm only 40 years old," said 


the usually stern Rupp in a 
rare moment of jubilation after 
his Wildcats had regained the 
Southeastern Conference lead 
with a 77-74 decision over 
Alabama Monday night. 


The victory 
boosted Ken- 


tucky's league record to 6-2 and 
put the Wildcats a half-game 
ahead of Tennessee, which was 
upset by Louisiana State 6342. 
Tennessee fell to second place 
with a 5-2 mark. 


LSU's triumph was no sur- 


prise to Rupp. "The last thing 
(LSU Coach) Press Maravich 
told me before he left (Lexing- 
ton Saturday night) was 'I'm 
going to beat (Tennessee Coach 
Ray) Mears if it's the last thing 
I do.'" 


Rupp, in his 42nd season as 


the Wildcats' leader, had to go 
to a seldom-used zone defense 
in order to ward off the stub- 
born Crimson Tide. 


Kentucky's 1-3-1 zone—neces- 


sitated when starters Jim An- 
drews and Ronnie Lyons got 
into foul trouble—worked so 
well that 
it held Alabama 


scoreless for the first four min- 
utes of the second half. In that 
time, the Wildcats scored 10 
points, and with 5:32 remain- 
ing, they had pulled ahead 72- 
60, before holding off a late 
Alabama rally.

The bile in 
turn produces the color of 
the normal stool. 


Basically, then, there are 
three ways that yellow jaun- 
dice can be produced. One is 
by the excessive destruction 
of red blood cells, by what- 
ever means, which creates 
an excess amount of pig- 
ment to be processed by the 
liver. In this case the pri- 
mary difficulty is with red 
blood cells or what causes 
them to be destroyed. 


A second cause for yellow 


jaundice is obstruction of the 
normal bile drainage. This 
can be produced by a stone 
passing down the bile duct 
and lodging in the bile duct, 
thereby obstructing normal 
blood flow into the intestine. 
We often call this obstructive 
jaundice. It can also be 
caused by a tumor of the 
pancreas which obstructs the 
normal drainage from the 
liver. 


A third general cause for 


yellow jaundice is any in- 
volvement of the liver itself 
which impairs the liver's 
ability to process pigment. 
There are numerous medi- 
cines or drugs which can af- 
fect the liver to cause this. 
Also certain infections, such 
as hepatitis, can cause jaun- 
dice in this manner. 


As you can see, there are a 


host of things which can 
cause jaundice, from break- 
down of the red blood cells 
to cancer. 


The treatment for yellow 


jaundice then is dependent 
entirely on its cause. If it is 
a problem in excessive de- 
struction in red blood cells, 
treatment must be directed 
toward this. If there is a 
stone lodged in the bile duct, 
obviously effort should be 
made to remove it. If it is 
caused by infectious hepati- 
tis, then support for liver 
function and waiting for the 
body to recover from its ill- 
ness will usually take care of 
the problem.

Invited to Washington 


KELLY BRYANT 


Arkansas Secretary of State 


and Mrs. Kelly Bryant were in 
Washington, D.C. this week at 
the invitation of members of the 
United States Senate and House 
of Representatives, to par- 
ticipate in the National Prayer 
Breakfast. Congressman Albert 
H. Quie of Minnesota had invited 
the Bryant's to act as one of the 
hosts and hostesses for the 20th 
annual event, at which President 
and Mrs. Nixon were the honored 
guests. 


Before leaving his office at the 


State Capitol in Little Rock, 
Bryant said he was delighted to 
be able to participate in this 
inspiring event for the second 
time, and it would give him the 
opportunity to be in Washington 
so he could meet with agencies of 
the Federal Government to 
establish methods of better 
preservation of the State's 
valuable records. 


Bryant said he had been 


working with the Arkansas 
Historical Commission for some 
time on the problem of storing 
the massive accumulation of 
State records. Secretary and 
Mrs. Bryant were joined on their 
trip to Washington by Russell P. 
Baker of the Arkansas Historical 
Commission. Mrs. Bryant and 
Baker will be working in the 
archives section of the Library of 
Congress while the Secretary has 
meetings with the various 
Congressmen, the Arkansas 
Congress 
Delegation, 
and 


several Federal agencies. 


Secretary Bryant and Baker 


have an appointment with Dr. 
James B. Rhodes, National 
Archivist of the Library of 
Congress, to study their methods 
of taking proper care of old 
treaties, land maps, city and 
township maps, and the wealth of 
old documents for which the 
Secretary of State is responsible. 
Bryant said that some of the 
documents now stored in the 
State Capitol in Little Rock are 
over 150 years old, and all of 
immeasurable value, most of 
them being irreplacable. 


Bryant, who is President of the 


National 
Association 
of 


Secretaries of State Association, 
took advantage of his trip to 
Washington by calling a special 
meeting of that organization. 
Working in cooperation with, and 
at the specific request of the 
efficiency committees of the 
Arkansas House and Senate, 
Bryant has scheduled this 
special

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pfes- 


kfent Nixon's consumer adviser 
accused the American Trial 
Lawyers Association today of 
waging an emotional and de- 
ceptive campaign against no- 
fault automobile insurance pro- 
posals.

pear to be so devious, mis- 
leading, and blatantly self- 
serving, as to cast a long shad- 
ow over the integrity of the en- 
tire legal profession," said Vir- 
ginia Knauer, presidential as- 
sistant for consumer affairs. 


Mrs. Knauer, a spokesman 


tor the administration's support 
of state no-fault insurance pro- 
grams, made her charges in a 
letter to the president of the 
American Bar Association. 


She asked the ABA to meas- 


ure whether the trial lawyers' 
tactics violate ethics of the le- 
gal profession. 


"What we are doing is telling 


the truth," said Marvin E. 
Lewis, president of the trial 
lawyers. "We win not be in- 
timidated." 


At issue are proposals to pay 


accident victims under most 
circumstances 
without resort- 


Ing to legal action to fix liabil- 
ity or negligence.

WASHINGTON (AP) - FBI 


Director J. Edgar Hoover has 
told Congress his agents, after 
being asked to investigate CBS 
newsman Daniel Schorr, inter- 
viewed 25 persons in 64 hours 
and found "entirely favorable" 
information. 


In a letter made public today 


by Sen. Sam J. Ervin Jr., 
chairman of the Judiciary sub- 
committee 
on 
constitutional 


rights, Hoover said the White 
House asked for the probe but 
did not request any specific 
type of information. 


Rather, Hoover said, agents 


conducted a routine investiga- 
tion, the type during which 
questions are asked about a 
person's "character, loyalty, 
general standing and ability." 


Ervin, who opened a new 


series of hearings into the free- 
dom of the press, said Monday 
he wants to find out more about 
the investigation. He added that 
White House officials have re- 
fused to discuss the case or to 


testify on the general "prob- 
lems of the White House and 
the press." 


After the investigation was 


disclosed last November, the 
White House said it was or- 
dered because Schorr was un- 
der consideration for an unspe- 
cified federal Job. White House 
aides said the probe was not re- 
lated to criticism of Schorr's 
reporting by President Nixon 
and some administration offi- 
cials. 


Schorr said he had never 


been offered any administration 
job, that he did not believe he 
was being considered for one, 
and that the probe was meant 
as harassment. 


Ervin said he still hopes to 


learn what government posi- 
tions were open at the time of 
the Schorr investigation, who 
ordered it and when, what in- 
formation the FBI was asked to 
obtain, to whom they were to 
report, and "what happened to 
the information collected about 
Mr. Schorr." 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Federal Trade Commission has 
asked for documentation of ad- 
vertising claims made by the 
nation's major cough-an d-cold 
remedy makers. 


Sixteen manufacturers were 


ordered to show their claims 
were proven. They have 60 
days in which to comply. 


The action is the latest in a 


recent series of FTC demands 
that advertisers 
authenticate 


the claims they make for their 
products. 


Car makers, air-conditioner 


manufacturers and makers of 
toothpaste and denture cleaner 
have been among the previous 
manufacturers ordered to show 
their claims were true. 


Although the order does not 


say current advertising is false 


for the coW-and-cough-remedy 
makers, it does mean the 
claims must be documented. 


Some of the claims the FTC 


is concerned about include: 


—Contac provides relief from 


symptoms of a summer cold 
for up to 12 hours. 


—4-Way Nasal Spray pro- 


vides effective decongestant re- 
lief as fast or faster than other 
decongestants. 


-Alka Seltzer Plus cold ta- 


blets provide effective relief 
from the sneezing, sniffling, 
stuffy nose, sinus headache, 
body aches and feverish feeling 
which may accompany a cold.

Wants Boycott Ended 


MARIANNA, Ark. (AP) - 


Marianna School Supt. H. C. 
Dial has urged that the 3,000 
students who are boycotting his 
district's schools return 
to 


classes. 


The boycott began Jan. 13 


when school officials refused 
the demands of a group of 
blacks at Lee County High 
School for a special observance 
of Martin Luther King's birth- 
day Jan. 15. 


Dial said Monday it was not 


the policy of the district to ob- 
serve anyone's birthday but 
that of "Jesus Christ." 


Dial said 4,900 students are 


enrolled in the district and that 
he believed the boycott was 
planned as far back as Septem- 
ber. He urged a state and pos- 
sibly FBI investigation of the 
matter. 


"This thing will never be set- 


tled until somebody with au- 
thority, maybe the FBI, comes 
to investigate," Dial said. "The 
governor right now is very non- 
commital. It's funny to me that 
nothing has been done. We've 
been begging for something 
since last June." 


The superintendent said that 


some of the students wanted to 
return to school but had re- 
ceived 
threatening 
telephone 


calls. 


••The shame of it all is that 


several people in this town are 
using the kind to carry out 
their plans, whatever they may 
be," Dial said. "It is an in- 
justice that the kids are being 
denied an education." 


He said that a meeting was 


held Jan. 24 and that those who 
attended were largely the same 
people who planned an econom- 
ic boycott of Marianna busi- 
nesses last year. 


Dial said all other meetings 


with pupils, parents and black 
leaders in the community have 
not been productive. 
No New Plans 
Over Merger 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - An 


aide to Gov. Dale Bumpers 
says the governor has no plans 
at this time to ask the special 
legislative session to review the 
merger of Arkansas AM&N 
with the 
University of Ar- 


kansas. 


"Unless something happens 


between now and the time the 
General Assembly convenes to 
change his mind, the merger 
question will not be included," 
said Archie Schaffer HI, the 
aide. 


Schaffer said that in order to 


include the merger, Bumpers 
would have to issue a supple- 
ment to his proclamation con- 
vening the legislature Feb. 7, 
and "we don't want to do that 
unless it's an absolute necessi- 
ty."

come.

Property taxpayers in the 
computation of the retire- 
ment income credit. 


If one of the spouses had 


as much as $1 200 per year 
in earned income for 10 
years, each qualifies for his 
separate retirement income 
credit with a starting maxi- 
mum credit of $1,524. Com- 
munity income earned by 
either spouse is treated as 
earned income received one- 
half by each. 


They may claim their in-

The legislation was among 24 


special session item* endorsed 
Monday by the council, which 
hoped to complete its review of 
Bumpers' 40-item agenda to- 
day. 


One major item on which the 


council made no decision Mon- 
day was a bill drafted by the 
attorney general's office to ex- 
tensively rewrite 1971 drug con- 
trol legislation. 


Legislators agreed on the 


need for further legislation on 
the subject, but were divided 
Monday over whether to recom- 
mend passage of the bill as re- 
vised by the council or to refer 
it to the General Assembly in 
the form originally proposed. 


In approving the social serv- 


ice legislation, the council 
wrote in a provision to restrict 
the amount of funds that could 
be transferred within accounts 
of the Department of Social and 
Rehabilitative Services to carry 
out the proposal. 


Bumpers seeks legislative ap- 


proval to transfer state money 
from the various funds of the 
SRS department for use where 
they are needed to match fed- 
eral dollars under the Social 
Security Act. He also proposes 
the expenditure of more than 
$462,000 in additional state dol- 
lars. 


Dr. Roger! Boat, director of 


social and rehabilitative serv- 
ices, says the program would 
enable the state to obtain an 
additional $26 million in federal 
funds in the biennium ending 
June 30, 1973, to expand care 
for juvenile delinquents, the 
aged, mentally retarded and 
mentally ill children and adults 
and the blind and disabled. 


Sen. Clarence Bell of Parkin 


asked if the proposed legisla- 
tive grant of discretionary au- 
thority to the governor to trans- 
fer funds was constitutional.
